PREFACE. 


H  E  three  firjl  of  the  following 
Cafes  have  already ,  in  Jome  mea- 
fure ,  been  communicated  to  the 
Publick ,  through  the  Candour  of 
the  Learned  Gentleman  to  whom 
they  are  addrefs'd. 

It  may  be  feemingly  unnecefary  therefore 
perhaps  to  publijh  them  again :  But  as  there  is 
fomething  in  each  of  them  which  is  very  re¬ 
markable,  and  One  of  them  in  particular , 
feerns  to  clear  up  a  Point  of  confiderable  Confe¬ 
rence  with  refpedl  to  Inoculation,  it  cajinot 
be  amifs ,  I  think ,  to  give  them  a  Chance  at 
leaf,  of  being ,  if  pofible ,  a  little  more  pub - 
lick:  Befdes ,  there  are  fever  a  l  Additions  to 
the  two  lafl  of  them  fnce  they  were  fent  to  the 
Royal  Society. 

Moft  of  the  other  Cafes  are  taken  from  fome 
Adverfaria,  or  Manufcript  Notes,  which  I 
have,  as  well  as  an  Account  of  fever  al  Difeafes, 
both  Acute  and  Chronical ,  in  Manufcript  like-

wife  of  Dr .  BrowneV,  Son  of  the  famous 
*  Sir  Thomas  Browne,  and  who  was  himfelf 
likewife  a  Perfon  of  great  Learning  and  Emi¬ 
nence  y  and  Phyfician  to  St.  Bartholomew’* 
Hofpkal  for  upwards  of  fix  and  twenty  Tears , 
and  fucceeded  therein  by  Dr.  Cade,  in  Odtober, 
Anno  Domini,  1708. 

"I he  firfi  of  them  was  communicated  to  him 
by  one  R .  G.  an  Apothecary  at  the  Bath,  and 
the  Minutes  of  it  are  faid  to  have  been  taken 
from  Mr.  Long’*  own  Mouth ,  as  may  be  feen 
by  the  [aid  R.  Gh  Letter ,  dated  July  1 1,  1692, 
and  is  by  no  means  an  inaccurate  "Relation . 
The  three  others ,  viz.  Mr.  Dormer’*,  Mr. 
Hales’*,  and  the  Marquis  of  Dorchefter’*, 
came  diredlly  within  his  own  Obfervation,  and 
have  fomething  in  them  which  is  very  well 
worth  Notice ,  as  well  as  that  brief  Account 
of  the  Small-Pox,  which  is  chiefly  likewife 
taken  from  his  Manufcript  Papers. 

There  are  but  two  Cafes  be  fifes  \  One  of  them , 
of  the  fame  kind  with  That  in  the  firfi  Letter 
to  Mr.  Folkes,  tho ’  not  of  the  fame  fortunate 
Event:  The  other ,  taken  from  Tulpius,  which 
I  hope  there  is  no  occafion  to  make  any  Apology 
for,  efpecially  confidering  how  appofite  it  feems 
to  be  to  fome  of  thofe  Obfervations ,  which  oc -

SIR , 

AKING  Bloody  Water  is  uni- 
verfally  efteem’d  as  terrible  a  Symp¬ 
tom  as  any  that  can  happen  in  the 
Small- Pox,  and  all  who  have  wrote 
concerning  that  Diilemper  do  una- 
nimoufly  agree,  that  it  is  a  certain  Forerunner 
of  approaching  Death.  Dr.  Cade  indeed  fays, 
in  his  Letter  to  Dr.  Friend  concerning  Purg¬ 
ing  in  that  Diflemper,  that  he  has  fometimes 
cur’d  this  Symptom  by  the  help  of  Camphire,

and  a  copious  Quantity  of  Acids ;  but  then  he 
adds,  that  this  Relief  was  only  temporary,  and 
that,  to  confefs  the  Truth,  he  never  knew 
any  Body  that  made  that  fort  of  Water,  who 
ever  furviv’d  the  16th  Day  from  the  Eruption, 
and  there  is  no  Body  whom  I  know  of,  that  has 
been  converfant  in  this  Diftemper,  but  has 
conftantly  experienc’d,  fooner  or  later,  the  like 
Fatality  in  confequence  of  it :  I  mean,  when 
this  fort  of  Urine  has  plainly  proceeded  from 
a  broken  Crafts  or  Contexture,  or  as  it  were  a 
thorough  Diffolution  of  the  whole  Mafs  of 
Blood  :  For  I  know  very  well  you  fhall  now 
and  then  have  feveral  Streaks,  and  fometimes 
larger  Quantities  of  Blood,  in  the  Urine,  from 
the  Acrimony  of  the  Salts  that  are  in  Spanifh 
Flies,  upon  the  Application  of  Blifters,  which 
are  frequently  ordered,  and  mofxly  likewife  ne- 
ceffary,  in  one  or  other  of  the  Stadia  of  this 
Diftemper,  and  yet  the  Patient  fhall  do  well. 
And  Dr.  Browne ,  who  was  a  very  worthy 
Predeceflbr  of  mine  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Hos¬ 
pital,  gives  an  Account  of  a  Gentlewoman 
that  liv’d  in  Deans  lard ,  JVefminjler ,  who 
made  bloody  Urine  in  the  Small- Pox,  for  four 
or  five  Days  together,  and  that  Dr.  Needham , 
who  attended  her  along  with  him,  did,  upon 
that  account,  forfake  her,  and  yet  fhe  did  well ; 
but  that  they  found  afterwards,  that  this  bloody 
Urine  was  not  occafion’d  by  the  Malignancy 
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of  the  Diftemper,  but  by  a  fharp  Stone  which 
was  at  that  time  defcending  from  one  of  the 
Kidneys,  through  the  Ureters,  into  the  Blad¬ 
der,  and  which  fhe  afterwards  voided.  This 
I  have  from  fome  Adverfaria  of  his,  a  good 
number  of  which  I  have  had  the  fortune  to  be 
in  pofleffion  of  feveral  Years,  and  among 
which  there  are  likewife  feveral  other  re¬ 
markable  Cafes  that  occurr’d  to  him  during: 
the  courfe  of  a  very  long  and  extenfive,  as  well 
as  fuccefsful  Pradlice. 

But  to  return  to  my  Subject. 

It  cannot  but  be  a  Satisfaction  therefore,  to 
a  Perfon  of  your  Humanity  and  Goodnefs,  to 
hear  of  an  Inftance  in  which  this  frightful 
Symptom  was  not  attended  with  its  ufual  Fa¬ 
tality*  and  it  was  in  the  Cafe  of  a  young 
Gentleman  of  about  16  Years  of  Age,  Son 
to  one  Colonel  Ellitfon ,  a  Gentleman  of  very 
conliderable  Fortune  and  Worth  in  Jamaica . 

He  was  taken  with  a  Fever  and  great  Pain 
in  his  Head  on  April  the  20th  lad,  and  had 
the  Small-Pox  come  out  upon  him  the  Day  fol¬ 
lowing,  notwithftanding  which  the  fame  Symp¬ 
toms  ft  ill  continued,  and  nothing  almojl  would 
ftay  in  his  Stomach,  and  his  Head  likewife  was 
very  delirious :  He  was  oblig'd  therefore  to  be 

B  2  blooded. 
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blooded,  and  had  Blifters  applied  to  his  Neck 
and  to  his  Arms,  which,  together  with  a  pro¬ 
per  Quantity  of  Pulvis  e  chelis  Cancror.  comp . 
and  Nitre,  were  the  firft  Things  that  I  had 
an  Opportunity  of  ordering  for  him. 

The  next  Day  every  thing  was  more  quiet, 
and  fo  again  the  third  Day  from  the  Eruption; 
but  the  Small-Pox  were  very  numerous  all  over 
him,  and  of  a  rank  angry  Sort,  as  they  gene¬ 
rally  are,  I  think,  in  moft  of  your  Weft- India 
Confutations ;  but  this  young  Gentleman  had 
befides  overheated  himfelf  a  little  before,  upon 
adting  his  Part  among  the  reft  of  his  School- 
Fellows,  at  the  Montum  near  Eaton . 

Things  continued  in  the  fame  State  the 
fourth  Day,  but  towards  the  Evening  there 
were  a  few  Streaks  of  Blood  mix’d  with,  and 
fubfiding  in  his  Water,  which  did  not  much 
alarm  me,  becaufe  I  did  not  know  but  it  might 
be  caus’d  by  the  Blifters.  I  had  but  one  Rea- 
fon  to  doubt  the  contrary,  and  that  was,  he 
had  little  or  no  Strangury ;  but  feme  Perfons 
did  allure  me  that  they  had  known  fuch,  or 
even  a  more  bloody  fort  of  Water  occaflon’d 
by  Blifters,  even  tho’  there  was  no  Strangury. 
2  was  willing  therefore  to  hope  the  beft,  and 
fo  made  no  other  Alteration  in  my  Procefs  than 
to  diredt  a  plentiful  Ufe  of  Spirit  of  Vitriol. 

What  was  order’d  happen’d  to  fucceed:  We 
had  no  more  of  that  fort  of  Water,  either 
v  that 
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that  Night,  or  the  next  Day,  or  the  Morning 
following :  But  I  was  fent  for  in  a  great  hurry 
that  Day,  viz.  the  6th  in  the  Afternoon,  and 
found  his  Friends  in  the  utmoft  Confirmation, 
not  only  becaufe  it  return’d,  but  becaufe  it 
began  to  increafe  upon  them,  and  was  pouring 
off  in  a  very  free  manner ;  *  a  Specimen  of 
which  I  herewith  fend  you. 

It  was  necefiary  therefore  to  proceed  in  ano¬ 
ther  Method,  and  I  accordingly  prefcrib’d  him 
Gum.  Arabic .  Oliban.  &  Pulv.  Amyl,  ana  3fs. 
Alumin.  jup.  gr.  iv.  to  be  taken  J ext  is  horis , 
in  3  or  4  Spoonfuls  of  a  Mixture,  ex  Aquau 
Cinnamom.  ten .  Or  as.  nigr.  ana .  ^iii.  Theriacah 
3ji(s.  Terr.  "Japonic .  gfs.  TinB.  Antiphthific .  jilS. 
&  Syrup  de  Mecon .  ^fs.  Which,  with  TinEl. 
Rofar.  rubrar.  ftrongly  acidulated  with  Spirit 
of  Vitriol ,  fweeten’d  with  the  above  Syrup. 
Aqua  Cinnamom .  tegtfFort.  ana.  ^ii.  to  be 
us’d  ad  libit ,  had  the  defired  Effedt,  and 
the  Bloodinefs  of  the  Urine  began  to  abate  in 
about  10  or  12  Hours,  and  in  10  or  12  Hours 
more  to  go  thoroughly  off,  fo  that  by  the  next 
Day  in  the  Evening  the  Urine  was  return’d  to 
its  natural  State  and  Colour.

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There  was  nothing  farther  obfervable  in  the 
courfe  of  this  Cafe,  except  that  the  I3i {tem¬ 
per  was  of  the  Coherent  Kind,  and  according¬ 
ly  attended  with  many  other  dubious  Symp« 
toms  like  wife :  For  tho’  it  is  generally  thought 
that  the  Coherent  Sort  is  not  fo  formidable  as 
the  Confluent,  yet,  as  Dr.  Friend  has  judi- 
cioufly  obferv’d,  and  Dr.  Moreton  before  him, 
there  is  not  fo  much  difference  between  them, 
but  they  are  almoft  always  attended  with 
much  the  fame  Appearances,  and  the  fame 
Fevers  plainly,  at  the  time  of  Maturation ;  for 
that  the  Danger  does  not  arife  fo  much  from 
the  Sort,  as  from  the  Number  of  the  Puftules, 
which  if  it  be  great,  there  is  the  like  Reafon 
to  be  fearful  of  the  Event,  whether  they  flux, 
or  whether  they  only  cohere  :  AH  which  not- 
withftanding  this  young  Gentleman  had  the 
good  Fortune  to  efcape. 

I  have  nothing  farther  to  detain  you  with  at 
prefent  but  one  fhort  Requeft,  and  that  is, 
that  you  will  be  fo  good  as  to  believe  me 
with  all  the  Refpedl  and  Efteem  imagin¬ 
able,

DID  myfelf  the  Pleafure,  feme 
time  fince,  to  fend  you  an  Ac¬ 
count  of  a  young  Gentleman 
who  made  Bloody  Water  in  the 
Courfe  of  the  Small-Pox,  and  yet 
recover’d,  and  you  were  fo  obliging  as  to 
give  it  a  Place  in  a  fubfequent  Tranfaffiion. 
There  is  one  Thine  however  which  I

could  wifli  had  not  been  omitted,  and  that  is, 
that  I  fent  you  like  wife  a  Sample  of  that  Wa¬ 
ter,

ter,  by  which  you  might  fee  whether  it  was, 
or  was  not,  of  that  formidable  Sort  which  I 
took  it  to  be;  but  Dr.  Mortimer  tells  me, 
there  were  feveral  Gentlemen  at  the  Society 
who  had  never  had  the  Small-Pox,  and  that 
fome  of  them  might  probably  be  very  much 
afraid  of  it,  and  that  it  was  not  therefore 
thought  advifeable  that  the  faid  Sample  fhou'd 
be  produc’d,  and  that  it  not  having  been  pro¬ 
duc’d  before  the  Society  he,  through  Inadver¬ 
tency,  did  forget  to  take  any  Notice  of  it  in 
the  Publication. 

The  Cafe  mu  ft  therefore  reft  upon  the  bare 
Relation,  as  it  does :  All  that  I  fhall  fay  far¬ 
ther  in  relation  to  it  is,  That  it  was  a  more 
thorough  bloody  Urine,  and  in  a  larger 
Quantity,  than  is  ever  occafion’d  by  Blifters, 
and  entirely  of  that  kind  as  feldom  ever  fails 
to  be  fatal:  Et  quamvis  Remedia  propofita 
Jint  vulgar i a,  hie  Cafus  tamen  obfervationem 
meruit  propter  Event um  non  vulgar  emy  ex 
omnibus  enim  V ariolis  laborantibus  quos  mihi 
tota  vita  videre  contigit ,  hie  unicus  fait  qui 
ex  Fluxu  fanguineo  evaferit,  fed  in  e  refer  is 
cerium  Mortis  prafagium  faity  magna  pre¬ 
fer  tim  fanguinis  copid  affuente  y  as  Riverius 
load  the  Good-fortune  to  be  able  to4  lay 
before  me,  in  a  parallel  Cafe  which  came 

before  him,  Cenfur.  primd  Obfervation : , - 

Obfervat,  boa.  — —  I  call  it  a  parallel  Cafe, 
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tho*  This  was  a  Fluxus  Alvei ,  becaufe  the 
Prognoftick  is  the  fame,  whether  the  Effufion 
of  Blood  be  per  Alveum ,  vel  per  Vejicam . 

What  I  have  to  offer  to  you  now  is  a  Cafe 
of  a  different  Nature,  but  an  Inftanee  like- 
wife  of  the  Recovery  of  a  Gentleman  who 
had  this  Diftemper  in  as  terrible  a  manner  as 
can  well  be  conceiv’d,  and  that  by  a  Regimen 
altogether  as  extraordinary. 

It  was  one  Mr.  Proufei  Grandfon  to  the 
learned  and  good  Dr.  Hooper ,  at  that  time 
Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells ,  and  the  prefent 
worthy  and  fteady  Reprefen  tat  ive  of  his 
Country  for  the  County  of  Somerfet ,  and  is 
taken  from  a  Letter  which  was  fent  to  a 
Friend  of  mine,  from  one  of  the  neareft  Re¬ 
lations  that  Mr.  Proufe  had,  and  who  was 
with  him  during  the  whole  time,  viz.  his 
Mother,  dated  October  31,  1719. 

He  had  the  Small-Pox  came  out  upon  him 
OBober  15,  1719,  and  on  the  17th,  i.  e.  the 
third  Day,  at  Night,  was  feiz’d  with  a  vio™* 
lent  Shortnefs  of  Breath,  which  increas’d 
upon  him  the  1 8th  in  the  Morning,  fo  that 
he  was  in  danger  of  being  what  they  call 
throttled,  had  the  Hiccups,  rattled  in  his 
Throat,  fetch’d  his  Breath  double,  grew' 
fenfelefs,  look’d  black  and  blue,  was  convuls’d 
all  over,  and  loft  one  Pulfe  in  four.

This  till  Eight  at  Night,  daring  which 
time  they  pour’d  in  as  much  Wine,  Brandy, 
and  Spirits,  as  they  cou’d,  every  Quarter  of 
an  Hour,  but  about  that  time  he  began  to  be 
in  fuch  a  State  as  they  cou’d  not  get  in  any 
more,  and  he  fell  into  a  fort  of  Slumber,  out 
of  which  he  wak’d  in  a  very  little  time,  and 
was  fomething  better  :  So  from  thence  they 
continued  him  in  the  fame  Courfe,  drinking 
nothing  weaker  than  Strong  Beer,  and  that 
with  at  lead:  two  or  three  Spoonfuls  of 
Brandy,  or  Spirits,  in  every  Draught  of  it, 
once  every  Hour,  to  the  27th,  or  the  13  th 
after  the  Eruption  ;  And  what  is  very  re¬ 
markable,  if  they  let  him  lie  any  time  an  Hour 
or  two  extraordinary  without  thefe  Liquors, 
he  would  grow  light-headed,  hot,  and  lick, 
but  upon  returning  to  them  would  grow  cool 
and  eafy. 

The  Night  between  the  27th  and  the  28th 
was  a  very  bad  one,  infomuch  that  it  was  as 
much  as  three  Perfons  con’d  do  to  hold  him 
in  his  Bed,  but  about  Seven  in  the  Morning 
he  came  entirely  to  himfelf,  and  was  from 
that  time  thoroughly  out  of  Danger ;  but 
during  the  Courfe  that  he  was  in  before, 
which  was  from  the  1 8  th  to  the  Morning  of 
the  28  th,  betides  his  other  Potables,  which 
were  all  heighten’d  and  made  ftrong  with 
Drops  or  Spirits,  he  drank  fix  and  twenty 
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Quarts  and  one  Pint  of  Liquor,  the  fmalleft 
of  which  was  Strong  Beer,  and  the  greatefl 
part  the  ftrongeft  Wine  that  cou’d  be  got, 
befides  a  full  Quart  of  Brandy. 

All  this  while  he  did  not  know  that  it  was 
the  Small-Pox,  but  fancied  it  was  a  Surfeit 
which  he  had  got  by  his  having  eaten  too 
heartily  of  Pork,  and  was  about  12  Years  old 
when  this  happen'd. 

The  Eclat  of  this  Recovery  did  a  great  deal 
of  Credit  to  old  Dr.  Bettenfon ,  under  whofe 
Care  he  was  at  the  Bath ,  who,  as  he  was  a 
very  eminent  and  good  Phyfician,  did  every 
thing  incumbent  upon  a  Perfon  of  Skill  and 
Integrity  in  a  regular  manner,  previous  to  thefe 
terrible  Appearances,  but  found  himfelf,  as  he 
thought  then,  oblig'd  to  go  a  good  deal  out  of 
the  way,  in  order  to  fupport  him,  if  poffible, 
under  the  Violence  of  them,  and  was  after¬ 
wards  in  a  manner  neceffitated  to  go  on  with  it 
by  what  is  above  related  :  And  his  Succefs  in 
this  Cafe,  if  I  am  rightly  inform’d,  encourag’d 
him  to  treat  fome  of  his  future  Small-Pox  Pa¬ 
tients,  more  particularly  the  prefent  Earl  Pow- 
let ,  and  a  Brother  or  two  of  his,  in  much  the 
fame  manner,  and  that  without  any  finifter 
Event;  but  not  being  Matter  of  thofe  Cafes,  I 
can’t  fay  any  thing  more  as  to  them. 
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Give  me  leave  only  to  remark,  That  the 
Gentlemen  of  that  County  have,  for  the  moft 
part,  good  Stamina ,  and  that  it  happens  like- 
wife  very  fortunately,  efpecially  in  Cafes  of 
fuch  extreme  Danger  as  that  of  Mr.  Proufe 
was,  ut  &  finty  as  Horace  expreffes  it,  dura 
Ilia ,  &  ut ,  quicquid  Veneni  fceviat  in  prcscor - 
diis ,  Medici  Jint%  qui  Us  auxiliairicem  expor~ 
rigant  mamim . 

I  did  not  think  to  trouble  you  with  any 
thing  more  at  prefent,  but  another  Small-Pox 
Cafe  being  lately  come  to  my  Hands,  I  was 
not  willing  to  lofe  the  Opportunity  of  com¬ 
municating  it. 

It  is  the  Cafe  of  a  little  Boy,  Son  to 
Mr.  Richards ,  Member  of  Parliament  for 
Bridport  in  Dorfetjhire .  He  was  inoculated 
about  three  Years  ago,  at  the  Age  of  about  3, 
and  had  the  Small-Pox  come  out  upon  him  to 
the  number  of  50  or  6o,  and  they  matura¬ 
ted  and  fcabb’d,  and  went  off  in  the  lame 
manner  that  that  fort  of  Pock,  which  was  a 
regular  and  diftindt  one,  generally  does  :  But 
about  two  Years  afterwards,  i.  e.  about  a 
Year  ago,  he  had  the  Small-Pox  again,  and 
there  came  out  between  2  and  300,  which 
.maturated  and  fcabb'd  like  wife,  and  went 
through  the  fame  Stages,  and  in  the  fame 
manner  that  the  former  did,  only  he  was 

worfe 
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worfe  before  the  Eruption,  but  when  that 
was  compleated  had  no  manner  of  Diforder 
except  too  much  of  an  Appetite,  as  is  ufual 
every  now  and  then,  in  and  after  the  Small-Pox. 

This  is  authenticated  to  me  by  a  Letter 
which  I  have  from  a  learned  and  experienced 
Phyfician  in  thofe  Parts,  Dr.  Brodrepp ,  who 
is  likewife  Grandfather  to  the  Child,  and 
attended  him  upon  both  Occafions  :  And, 
whatever  may  be  faid  in  evafion  of  other 
Cafes,  in  which  Perfons  that  have  been  inocu¬ 
lated  have  had  the  Small-Pox  afterwards,  as 
That  the  Inoculation  did  not  take  place,  There 
was  no  Eruption,  at  leaft  no  Variolous  one, 
and  the  like,  is  certainly  an  Inftance  that  All 
is  not  to  be  depended  upon  that  is  given  out 
in  favour  of,  or  is  expefted  from  Inoculation, 
and  that  it  is,  by  no  means,  an  effectual  Se¬ 
curity  from  one’s  having  the  Small-Pox  again.

Surely  the  Pleafure  is  as  great 
In  being  Cheated ,  as  to  Cheat. 

or  elfe  it  is  impoffible  that  Inoculation  fhou’d 
triumph  fo  much  as  it  is  faid  -f  that  it  does 
over  all  its  Oppofers  ?  *

SI N  C E  I  wrote  this,  I  have  likewife  had 
an  Opportunity  of  being  afrefh  fatisfied 
of  what  is  above  related  with  refpedt  to 
Mr.  Proiife ,  with  thefe  further  Particulars,  viz . 

i 

That  he  was  at  firft  treated  in  the  fame 
manner  that  other  People  ufually  are,  and 
put  into  a  very  temperate,  if  not  too  cool  a 
Regimen. 

That  the  Small-Pox,  thereupon,  did  not 
come  on,  or  rather  ftruck  in,  and  that  in 
confequence  thereof,  he  was  brought  into  the 
Straits  in  which  he  was  upon  the  third  and 
fourth  Days. 

That,  upon  this,  Dr.  Bettenfon  told  Mr. 
Proufe’s  Relations,  of  the  good  Effedls  which 
he  had  fometimes  feen  from  a  free  Ufe  of 
Strong  and  Spirituous  Liquors,  in  his  Practice 
among  People  in  the  Country,  but  did  not 
care  to  venture  upon  it  in  a  Perfon  of  fuch 
tender  Years,  and  of  fuch  confequence  as 
Mr.  Proufe  was ;  but  that  it  was  infilled  upon 
that  he  fhou’d  do  it,  it  being  apparently  a  de- 
fperate  Cafe,  and  there  being  nothing  elfe 
feemingly  to  be  done.

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That  they  accordingly  enter’d  upon  it,  and 
'Went  on  with  it,  but  more  frequently  than  as 
it  is  above  mention’d,  being  never  able  to 
difcontinue  the  pouring  in  of  them  by  as 
much  as  he  eou’d  take,  for  a  Quarter  of 
an  Hour,  without  a  fenfible  Detriment  to 
him* 

That  the  Strong  Beer  which  he  drank  was 
fome  that  his  Grandfather  had  brewed  when 
he  was  Dean  of  Canterbury ,  and  brought 
with  him  from  thence,  which  was  then  a 
matter  of  fix  teen  Years  before,  and  of  the 
Black  or  Noggifh  fort,  of  near  20  Bufhels  to 
the  Hogfhead.

That  the  good  Event  of  this  Procefs  occa- 
fion’d  a  pretty  general  Run  into  a  like  one,  in 
thofe  Parts,  during  the  time  that  the  Small- 
Pox  was  fo  rife,  and  of  fo  malignant  a  Sort, 
as  it  was  that  Winter  and  the  Spring  following, 
and  that  the  Failure  of  it  in  fome  In  fiances 
was  thought  to  be  owing  to  too  negligent  an 
Attendance  to  it,  or  the  not  plying  them  duly 
and  fufficiently  with  fuch-like  Liquors. 

And  laflly,  That  it  had  been  generally 
thought  that  Mr,  Proufe* s  Cure,  extraordinary 
*  as  it  was,  could  not  well  be  afcrib’d  to  any 
thing  elfe,  but  that  a  Phyfcian  of  the  firjl 

Rank , 
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Rank ,  who  has  been  concern’d  in  his  Family* 
feem’d  to  make  light  of  it,  and  very  frankly 
told  them  that  he  wou’d  have  done  every  whit 
as  well  if  old  Bettenfon  had  order’d  him  to 
have  been  dragg’d  through  a  Horfe-pond  :  At 
which,  I  perceive,  they  were  fomewhat  fur- 
priz’d,  and  which  is  more  indeed  than  I  (hon’d 
have  thought,  had  it  come  from  One  of  lefs 
Eminence  in  the  Profejjion ,  or  lefs  critical 
'  upon  the  Practice  of  others  than  himfelf:  But 
prefume  that  he  took  it  from  a  very  good  Way 
that  they  have  of  curing  Fevers  a?nong  the 
\ far  tars  and  that  is,  <c  When  any  one  is 
<c  feiz’d  with  a  Fever,  they  take  him  by  the 
cc  Hair  of  the  Head  and  ihake  him  well  for 
“  a  little  while,  and  fwing  him  round  and 
<c  round,  and  then  throw  him  into  the  Water; 
“  by  which  means  a  Turn  is  given  to  the 
“  Blood,  and  the  Humours  and  Spirits  are 
cc  alter’d,  and  fo  the  Fever  is  cur’d.” 

And  thus  much  for  this  memorable  Cafe.

And  the  Patient  liv’d  to  the  20th  Day. 

Together  with  a  fhort  Account  of  the  Small- 

Pox  in  general. 

I N  C  E  I  wrote  the  foregoing  Let¬ 
ters,  &c.  I  have  met  with  a  Cafe 
of  the  fame  Nature  with  the  Firft, 
in  which  there  was  Reafon,  as  I 
thought,  to  hope  for  the  fame  for¬ 
tunate  Event,  and  of  which  I  will  like  wife 
give  a  brief  Account,  notwithftanding  I  was 
difappointed. 

It  was  in  a  Servant  of  my  own,  a  Lad  of 
about  19  Years  old,  who  was  feiz'd  with  a 
violent  Pain  in  his  Back ,  which  he  imputed 
to  his  having  help'd  the  Brewer's  Servants  in 
carrying  down  Drink;  but  which  continuing, 
notwithftanding  he  was  blooded  and  had  a 
Plaifter  put  upon  it,  and  being  attended  like- 
wife  with  a  Pain  in  his  Head  (tho'  not  a  great 
one)  the  Day  following,  I  immediately  appre¬ 
hended  that  it  was  the  Forerunner  of  the 
Small-Pox ,  and  that  of  a  bad  Sort;  I  fay  of  a 

bad 
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)ad  Sort,  becaufe  I  have  fcarce  ever  known 
hat  Symptom  to  have  preceded  and  to  perfift, 
Dut  the  Small-Pox  has  proved  of  a  very  dan¬ 
gerous  Sort,  and  almoft  conftantly  fatal : 
Which  is  more  than  I  remember  to  have  been 
}bferv’d  by  any  body  that  has  hitherto  treated 
:oncerning  this  Diftemper. 

The  Eruption  enfued,  i.  e .  began  to  fhew 
tfelf,  on  the  third  Day,  and  Bloody  Water 
ipon  the  fourth  from  that,  or  the  feventh 
from  the  Invafion,  and  continued  that  and  the 
aext  Day,  and  great  part  of  the  Day  follow¬ 
ing  ;  and  there  were  other  Symptoms,  viz.  a 
Delirium  and  Diarrhoea ,  and  great  Rejllefnefs 
and  Inquietude ,  which  attended  him  likewife 
from  juft  before  the  Eruption  to  almoft  that 
time,  notwithftanding  he  had  been  Blooded 
again,  and  had  a  Blifter  inter  Scapulas ,  and 
taken  all  proper  temperate  Reftringents  the 
whole  while. 

What  was  farther  remarkable  in  this  Cafe 
is,  that  he  went  on  pretty  tolerably  for  Num¬ 
ber  and  Sort,  &c.  after  this  until  the  fifteenth 
Day,  but  was  then  feiz’d  with  a  fudden  De¬ 
li quium,  and  in  fuch  a  State  that  it  was  almoft 
impracticable  to  get  any  thing  down,  and  he 
was  feemingly  expiring.  They  made  a  fhift 
however  to  get  down,  every  now  and  then,  a 
Spoonful  or  two  of  Lac  Ammoniac  and 
LinBura  Croci ,  with  fome  Serpentaria  in  it, 

D  2  and 
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and  a  couple  of  Binders  were  applied  infra  Cu¬ 
bit  os,  by  means  of  which  he  came  to  himfelf, 
and  was  likely  enough  to  live  the  next  Morn¬ 
ing  ;  and  continuing  fo  that  Day,  which  was 
the  Sixteenth  from  the  Eruption,  and  which 
has  been  obferv’d  *  to  be  the  lateft  that  any 
One  has  been  known  to  furvive  who  ever  made 
fuch  dreadful  Water ;  and  continuing  fo  like- 
wife  with  not  much  of  a  Fever,  and  fome- 
thing  of  an  Appetite,  and  two  or  three  Stools 
a  Day,  and  good  Apprehenlions  for  himfelf,  for 
two  Days  more,  I  cannot  but  think  there  was 
Reafon  to  hope  he  might  have  done  well :  But 
unluckily  for  him,  the  Fever  rofe  upon  him 
again  the  third  time ,  to  a  very  high  degree, 
the  next  Day  in  the  Evening,  and  threw  every 
thing  into  Confufion,  and  he  died  upon  the 
19th  Day  of  December  lafl,  having  had  the 
Small-Pox  come  out  upon  him  the  30th  of  the 
Month  before.

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S  I  am  upon  Small-Pox  Cafes,  it  will  not 


be  unacceptable,  I  hope,  if  I  add  fome- 
thing  concerning  that  Diftemper  in  general, 
efpecially  as  it  is  partly  taken  from  the  Ad- 
ver/aria  of  that  Learned  Ge?itle?nan  who  is 
mention’d  in  the  Preface,  and  to  whom  the 
Reader  will  be  further  oblig’d  in  mo  ft  of  the 
fubfequent  Cafes. 

The  Small-Pox  is  a  contagious  Diftemper, 
and  as  terrible  as  any  of  them,  very  many  dy¬ 
ing  of  it,  more  particularly  when  it  is  accom¬ 
panied,  as  it  generally  is,  with  a  Fever  of  a 
dangerous  Kind. 

This,  when  they  are  many,  or  of  the  Flux, 
or  Confluent  Sort;  on  the  contrary,  when  the 
Patient  has  but  a  few,  and  the  Fever  ceales 
upon  the  Eruption,  no  Difeafe  is  more  fa¬ 
vourable,  and  you  may  fometimes  meet  them 
walking  about  their  Affairs,  with  the  Small- 
Pox  in  their  Faces,  in  the  open  Streets  of 
London . 

No  Difeafe  likewife  in  which  there  is  more 
of  a  Crifis  than  in  the  Small-Pox ;  for  by  the 
fourth  Day,  at  furtheft,  after  the  Invafion,  the 
Eruption  is  evident ;  by  the  feventh  it  is  per¬ 
fected,  or  all  are  come  out;  by  the  eleventh 
they  dry  away,  or  turn  into  Scabs ;  and  by 
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the  fourteenth  they  fall  off 3  tho’  in  the  Flux 
Sort  they  are  often  flower,  and  fome  die  after 
the  fourteenth,  nay  on  the  feventeenth,  and 
twentieth  Days,  altho*  few  have  Strength 
enough  to  hold  out  fo  long. 

A  Fever ,  as  has  been  faid,  generally  joined 
with  the  Small- Port,  and  when  it  ceafes  not 
upon  the  Eruption,  apt  however  for  fome 
Days  after  it  to  be  more  remifs :  but  on  the 
feventh  from  the  Eruption  it  increafes  again, 
and  returns  with  fome  Violence ;  and  this  is 
what  is  generally  called  the  Second  Fever ,  and 
occafions  the  Danger,  which  continues  for  fome 
Days :  Nay  in  the  Flux  Sort  fome  are  fo  un¬ 
fortunate  as  to  have  a  third  Fever  ieven  Days 
after  the  fecond,  in  which  Cafe  very  few 
efcape.

The  greateft  Danger,  as  has  been  faid  be¬ 
fore,  moftly  from  the  Fever,  upon  which 
account  Dr*  Browne  is  of  Opinion,  that  if 
that  cou’d  be  refpited  there  wou’d  not  near 
fo  many  die  of  this  Difeafe,  and  was  con¬ 
firm'd  in  this  Opinion  from  his  own  Expe¬ 
rience,  upon  trying  of  the  Bark,  both  in  the 
firft  Fever  which  brings  them  out,  and  in  the 
fecond  when  they  begin  to  dry  and  fhou’d  go 
away,  and  gives  us  fome  of  the  Inftances,  one 
of  which,  relating  to  its  Efficacy  in  the  Secon¬ 
dary  Fever,  I  ffiall  here  fet  down,  and  may 
be  called,  The  Fifth  Cafe . 

Mr.  Dormer ,  who  lodg’d  then  in  Pall- 
Mall,  had  a  very  ill  Sort  of  Small-  Pox, 
which  ran  all  together,  and  covered  mod:  of 
the  Superficies  of  his  Skin,  both  in  Face  and 
Body,  and  was  in  danger  from  the  Beginning. 
When  the  time  came  that  they  ffiou’d  dry 
away,  and  the  fecond  Fever  increas’d  upon 
him,  they  flood  like  a  Quagmire  all  about 
him,  and  wou’d  advance  no  further,  notwith- 
ftanding  many  powerful  Remedies  were  given 

him. 
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him.  In  this  difficult  Cafe  the  Do5lor  delayed 
no  longer,  but  gave  him  a  Drachm  of  the 
Bark  in  Subftance,  and  repeated  it  every  fix 
Hours  at  furtheft,  till  he  had  taken  about  an 
Ounce  and  an  half  of  it.  His  Nights  were  fo 
bad  before,  notwithftanding  many  quieting 
Remedies  which  he  had  taken,  that  each  of 
them,  as  it  was  fear'd,  wou’d  be  his  laft;  but 
the  firft  Night  after  he  began  with  the  Bark  was 
quieter,  and  the  Small-Box  on  both  Sides  of 
his  Face  began  to  dry;  the  fecond  Night  his 
Face  was  all  dried,  and  fome  of  his  Body  ad¬ 
vanc'd  very  much,  and  after  the  third  Night 
all  the  Symptoms  abated,  and  he  feem’d  to  be 
in  great  Safety,  and  very  fuddenly  recover’d  to 
the  great  Joy  of  all  his  numerous  Friends. 

'The  Doffior’s  general  Procefs  as  to  this 
Diftemper  upon  other  Occafions,  much  the 
fame  as  has  been  ever  fince,  except  as  to 
Bleedingy  which  he  reftrains  to  a  Plethoric 
Habit,  and  the  Time  before  the  Eruption; 
tho’  at  the  fame  time  he  informs  us,  that  at 
Baris  they  let  them  Blood  any  Day  after  the 
Appearance,  but  fays  this  is  not  practis’d  here 
in  England ;  and  excepting  likewife  as  to  Blif - 
terSy  which  he  does  not  fo  much  as  advife  the 
Ufe  of,  or  make  any  mention  of  in  the  whole 
Country,  or  in  any  State  of  the  Difeafe,  and 
which  I  am  the  more  furprized  at,  becaufe 

he

he  takes  great  Notice  of  them,  and  advifes 
one  at  leaft  to  be  kept  continually  open  and 
running  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  ma¬ 
lady,  in  Malignant  and  Peftilential  Fevers,  and 
fays  that  the  great  Ufe  of  them  came  firft  to 
be  known  during  the  Peftilential  Co?iftitution , 
which  was  Anno  1664  and  1665,  and  had 
continued  ever  fince. 

The  reft  of  his  Procefs,  PeBoral  Drinks , 
Lambatives ,  and  PoJJet-Drink ,  with  Pares  in 
it  in  cafe  that  the  Lungs,  and  Gargles  and 
Mucilages  in  cafe  that  the  Throat  is  affedted, 
together  with  Diafcordium ,  Theriaca ,  or  Phi- 
Ionium,  in  cafe  of  a  Loofenefs,  and  an  Ounce 
of  Diacodium  every  Night  in  cafe  of  Inquie¬ 
tude  ;  and,  if  the  Small-Pox  prove  long  Lift¬ 
ing,  fome  temperate  Cordial,  and  to  fupply 
the  Spirits  often  with  a  Draught  of  it,  in  cafe 
of  Faintnefs,  and  thorough  Purging  when  the 
Small-Pox  is  well  off,  and  the  Patient  fit 
for  it. 

There  is  one  thing  further  which  the 
DoBor  takes  notice  of,  and  that  is,  that  many 
W  aters,  Oils  and  Unguents,  or  Liniments, 
are  frequently  made  ufe  of,  in  order  to  pre- 
ferve  the  Face,  after  the  Small-Pox  ;  all  which 
he  thinks  altogether  ufelefs,  if  not  hurtful; 
and  that  a  little  Flower,  or  white  Starch, 
well  dried,  and  fhaken  upon  the  Face,  is 
preferable  to  them  all.  Nay,  if  you  let  no- 
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thing  that  is  moift,  or  greafy,  touch  the  Face 
for  fifteen  Days,  the  Face,  he  fays,  will  fcarce 
be  red,  at  leaft  not  fo  red  as  it  will  otherwife 
be  and  if  for  a  long  while  after  you  forbear 
to  wafh  it,  it  will  be  the  better,  and  the  moft 
that  you  need  to  do  is  to  breathe  upon  a  warm 
Handkerchief,  and  to  wipe  your  Face  with  it*

A  general  Decrepitacy  from  the  Gout, 

Cur’d  by  Bathing ,  and  Drinking  of  the 

Bath- Waters. 

Anno  Domini  1691  and  1692* 

R.  Long,  of  Downejtde ,  in  the  Pa~* 
rifh  of  Shepton  Mallet ,  in  the 
County  of  Somerfet ,  of  about  49 
Years  of  Age,  was  feiz’d  with  the 
Gout  about  14  Years  before, 
before  the  Year  91,  and  for  the  three  Fears 
immediately  preceding,  was  never  without  great 
Pains  a  Month  together  in  the  whole  Year, 
the  Pains  rambling  from  Part  to  Part,  and 
upon  Abatement  leaving  a  Numbnefs  over 
the  whole  Body.  In  confequence  of  this 
likewife,  the  Joints  of  his  Fingers  became 
crooked  and  inflexible ;  the  Patella  of  his  right 
Knee  fix'd ;  his  Pofi  lire  decrepit,  and  quite 
double ,  with  extreme  Pain  in  his  Hips 
and  Small  of  the  Back ;  the  Mufcles  and 
Joints  of  his  Thighs ,  Legs,  Ancles ,  and  Feet, 
motionlefey  fo  that  he  was  carried  about  from 
Place  to  Place,  not  able  to  put  the  leaft 
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Strefs  upon  the  Ground;  his  Stomach,  loft; 
his  thirft,  unquenchable;  his  Face  meagre, 
pale  and  yellow ;  the  Hair  of  his  Hear1  gray , 
and  the  whole  Habit  of  his  Body ,  emaciated 
to  Skin  and  Bones.  To  thefe  Afflictions 
were  frequently  added,  terrible  Fits  of  the 
Stone ,  to  which  fort  of  Concretions  the  En¬ 
trails  of  his  Body  were  fo  much  difpos’d, 
that  after  fix  Weeks  ufe  of  the  Bath  Waters , 
leaving  his  Waters,  by  chance,  for  feven 
Days,  the  Urinal  was  crufted  all  over  with 
a  perfect  hard  Stone  like  a  Pumice ,  thicker 
than  a  Crown- piece. 

This  was  his  Cafe  when  he  began  to  drink 
the  Bath  Waters  at  the  End  of  April ,  1691 ; 
and  he  drank  them  hot  in  the  Morning,  and 
cold  at  Meals;  and  in  a  little  time  was  recon¬ 
ciled  to  them  for  his  conftant  Drink,  without 
Defire  of  any  other.  In  a  Week’s  time  his 
Stomach  came,  and  his  Third:  abated;  and 
after  a  Month’s  conftantly  Drinking,  and 
Bathing  every  other  Day  a  little  while,  only 
to  ftretch  his  Joints,  it  gave  him  perfedt  Eafe 
from  Pain. 

The  28th  of  May  he  return’d  home,  and 
carried  fome  of  the  Waters  along  with  him, 
and  fent  for  them  conftantly  once  a  Week, 
ufing  them  for  his  ordinary  Drink,  and  fome- 
times  drinking  them  warm  in  the  Morning 
for  a  Stool  or  two,  as  Occafion  required,  and 

they 
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they  pafs’d  very  well,  but  not  fo  effectually 
as  upon  the  Place.  This  Courfe  continued  till 
the  End  of  Augujl  1691,  when  he  came  to  the 
Bath  again,  Drinking  and  Bathing  as  at  the 
firft,  till  the  Middle  of  QBober ,  with  increas¬ 
ing  Succefs;  but  towards  that  time  he  went 
home  again,  and  fent  and  continued  to  ufe  the 
Waters  as  before. 

Between  Allhallowtide  and  Chrijlmas  the 
Gray  Hairs  began  to  fall  off,  and  new  ones 
Succeeded;  and  by  Candlemas  they  were  all 
gone,  and  a  brown,  curling  Hair  came  in 
their  place,  fuch  as  he  had  when  he  was  about 
20,  growing  fo  faff,  that  he  was  oblig’d  to 
cut  above  an  Inch  a  Month,  and  ftill  growing 
thicker  and  frefher,  fo  that  he  had  a  Head 
of  Hair  like  a  Wig,  without  a  gray  one 
in  it. 

This  encourag’d  him  to  quit  his  own 
Houfe,  and  come  and  take  a  Houfe  at  the 
Bath ,  and  to  renew  and  purfue  the  above  Me¬ 
thod  very  diligently,  and  it  was  accordingly 
attended  with  daily  Amendment,  infomueh 
that  in  the  Summer,  1692,  his  Toe-Nails, 
which  before  were  hard,  rugged,  and  fcaly, 
were  thruft  off  by  fome  that  were  new,  frefh, 
and  Smooth ;  his  Arms  were  ftrengthen’d ;  his 
Legs  plump’d  out,  and  his  Feet  cou’d  bear 
ftrait  pair  of  Shoes;  and  he  that  before  coif 
not  lay  the  leaft  Strefs  upon  them,  cou’d  then 

bear 
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bear  to  ftamp  upon  the  Ground,  and  that 
forcibly,  and  without  the  leaft  Regret,  and 
found  his  Strength,  as  he  had  done  his  Decay, 
ftill  increafmg  upwards,  fo  that  he  could  ftand 
almoft  upright  without  any  Pain. 

Pie  acquired  likewife  a  flefhy  Habit  of 
Body,  and  a  ruddy  and  plump  Face,  and  a 
lively  vigorous  Eye,  and  cou'd  bend  his  Knees, 
and  did  not  want  other  Ejf'eSls  or  Powers  of 
Youth :  Nor  had  he  any  Fit  of  the  Gout  to 
lay  him  up,  nor  the  leaft  Touch  of  the  Stone, 
or  any  Sharpnefs  of  Urine,  after  he  was  once 
well  enter'd  into  drinking  of  the  Bath-Waters . 

This  Cafe  is  related,  among  a  great  many 
others,  by  Dr.  Peirce  in  his  Me?noirs  of  the 
Bath ,  Page  334,  &c.  but  neither  fo  clearly, 
nor  fo  folly  as  above ;  upon  which  account  I 
take  the  liberty  to  publish  it,  and  think  that  it 
is  fo  remarkable  and  well-told  a  Cafe  that  it 
very  well  deferves  the  Notice  which  is  taken 
of  it;  and  there  is  thus  much  farther  remark¬ 
able  in  it,  viz.  that  the  Cure  feems  to  be,  in 
a  great  meafure,  owing  to  the  Bathing ,  as 
well  as  Drinking  of  the  W aters,  tho'  it  is  now 
thought  to  be  extremely  prejudicial,  and  con- 
fequently  prohibited  to  all  who  are  in  any  man¬ 
ner  airlifted  with  the  Gout.

||P|g  E  NR  Y]  Marquis  of  Dorchefter , 
Son  to  the  Earl  of  Kingfton^  Lieu¬ 
tenant-General  of  his  Majefty  King 
Charles  I.  his  Forces,  within  the 
Counties  of  Lincoln ,  Rutland ,  &c. 
a  great  Lover  of  Learning ,  and  a  great 
Lover  of  learned  Men ,  (and  to  whom  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Phyftcians  is  oblig’d  for  a  valuable  Col¬ 
lection  of  Books,  which  he  purchas’d  at  the 
Expence  of  fome  thoufand  Pounds,  and  gave 
to  the  College)  had  a  Cabinet  of  Choice  Re¬ 
medies,  as  was  ufual  with  Great  Perfons,  and 
in  all  great  Families  at  that  time,  and  among 
the  reft  a  Metalline  Subftance ,  which  look’d 
like  Regulus  of  Antimony ,  but  being  in  Wine, 
or  any  other  Liquor,  was  not  Vomitive  hut 
Sudoriftck . 

He  had  likewife  a  well-compounded  Cor - 
dial  Electuary ,  of  which  he  us’d  to  take 
about  the  Quantity  of  a  Walnut  every  Morn¬ 
ing,  and  likewife  always  kept  a  celebrated 

ExtraCt, 
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Extract,  then  much  in  ufe,  and  call’d  Rx- 
iraBum  Cardiac .  Magifirale ,  the  feventh  Part 
of  which  was  Extract  of,  or  purified  Opium , 
and  of  which  he  us'd  alfo  to  give  his 'Servants* 
or  others  that  wanted  it,  every  now  and  then* 
a  few  Grains. 

One  Morning,  as  a  Servant  of  his  was  paf- 
fing  through  his  Bed-chamber,  he  call’d  to 
her  to  reach  him  the  Gallypot  in  which  the 
Cordial  RleBuary  was,  out  of  his  Clofet,  but 
fee  through  miftake  brought  him  the  Pot  of 
the  ExtraBy  and  of  which,  as  it  happen’d, 
there  were  four  Ounces,  and  he  immediately 
took  fix  Drachms  of  it,  as  appear’d  upon 
weighing  of  what  remained  afterwards;  fo 
that  what  he  took  contain’d  about  two  Scru¬ 
ples  and  an,  half  or  fifty  Grains  of  pure 


After  this  he  flept  four  Hours,  viz.  from 
Eight  to  Twelve,  before  his  Servants  perceived 
any  thing  of  the  Miftake,  or  attempted  to 
wake  him;  but  then  they  could  not,  tho’ 
they  did  what  they  could,  and  therefore  fent 
immediately  from  Highgafey  where  his  Lord- 
feip  then  was,  to  Dr.  Browne  and  Sir  John 
Micklethwaite  to  come  and  attend  him. 

Sir  John  Micklethwaite  being  abroad,  Dr. 
-Browne  prefcrib’d  divers  Things,  and  had 
them  made  up  ready,  and  a  little  while  after¬ 
wards  they  met  with  Sir  Joh?iy  and  by  Five 

in 
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in  the  Evening  they  were  both  of  them  with 
my  Lord,  at  his  Houfe  in  Highgate.  His  Ser¬ 
vants  in  the  mean  time  had  been  able  to  take 
him  up,  and  put  on  his  Cloaths,  and  to  fup- 
port  and  affift  him  to  walk  about  his  Cham¬ 
ber,  and  he  was  fometimes  able  to  open  his 
Eyes,  and  to  anfwer  to  what  was  fpoken,  but 
fell  afleep  again  prefently,  and  they  were  not 
able  to  keep  him  awake  a  Quarter  of  a  Mi¬ 
nute  with  all  their  Striving,  calling  upon  him, 
giving  him  provoking  Language ,  nor  any  thing 
elle  that  they  cou’d  do. 

He  was  therefore  let  Blood  direftly,  and  that 
plentifully,  and  then  took  Infujion.  Croci  Me- 
tallor .  gifs,  and  after  that  Vitrioli  albi  7p,  twice, 
but  cou’d  not  vomit,  neither  did  he  ever  vo¬ 
mit  in  the  whole  courfe  of  his  Life :  Hqw- 
ever  the  Medicines  work’d  downwards,  and 
he  had  a  Stool  in  about  an  Hour’s  time,  and 
they  then  proceeded  to  give  him  a  Draught  of 
Deco5i.  Senn .  §iv,  with  two  Ounces  of  Syrupus 
de  Spina,  and  repeated  the  fame  fort  of  Me¬ 
dicines  every  two  or  three  Hours  afterwards, 
and  Sir  John  Micklethwait  feeing  little  or  no 
Alteration  for  the  better,  return’d  to  London 
about  Nine  at  Night,  bewailing  the  apparent 
Lofs  of  fo  great  a  Man,  fo  good  a  Friend,  and 
fo  kind  a  Mailer ;  but  Dr.  Browne  continued 
with  him,  and  ftill  to  give  what  Affiftance  he 
cou’d,  and  about  Midnight  order’d  ?ny  Lord 
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to  be  put  to  Bed,  and  to  be  buffered  to  fleep 
without  thofe  frequent  Interruptions  which 
had  been  hitherto  given  him. 

The  Purging  Draughts  continued  to  work 
plentifully,  and  as  foon  as  the  Day  began  to 
appear,  the  Doctor  walk'd  down  into  the 
Garden  to  refresh  himfelf  with  the  cool  Air 
of  the  Morning,  giving  Orders  to  be  call'd  in 
half  an  Hour,  or  upon  any  Alteration  which 
might  happen  to  his  Lordfliip,  and  about  that 
time  Notice  was  brought  him  that  my  Lord 
feem'd  to  be  more  fenfible,  and  was  awake  $ 
upon  which  the  Do  Bor  went  in  again,  and 
found  his  Pulfe  not  quite  fo  high  as  it  had  been 
before,  and  gave  him  a  Cordial  Draughty  with 
15  Drops  of  Spiritus  Sails  Armoniaci  in  it. 

My  Lord  being  now  not  fo  defirous  of 
Sleep  as  before,  call'd  for  his  Chaplam  to  read 
to  him,  and  in  half  an  Hour  more  his  Head 
was  clear,  and  he  feem'd  to  be  totally  reco¬ 
ver'd,  and  defired  to  fee  what  had  been  or¬ 
der'd  for  him,  and  fpoke  of  the  Pr ref cript ions 
with  a  great  deal  of  Candour  and  Reafon, 
and  Skill  and  Judgment.  And  thus,  in  the 
fpace  of  lefs  than  twenty-four  Hours  from 
the  Time  of  the  taking  it,  the  Narcoticky  or 
whatever  other  noxious  Quality  there  may  be 
in  too  large  a  Quantity  of  Opium ,  was  matter’d 
and  totally  remedied. 
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This  Cafe  is  without  a  Date,  but  what  I 
have  likewife  among  Dr.  Browne' s  AM  erf a- 
ria ,  and  a  clear  Inftance  of  his  Abilities,  and 
of  the  Juftice  with  which  my  Lord  Marquis 
was  pleas’d  to  fpeak  of  him  in  his  Profeffion, 
Bleeding ,  Vomitings  and  Purging ,  or  one,  or 
more,  if  not  All  of  them,  being  certainly  the 
mod:  effectual,  if  not  the  unice  necejfaria  upon 
all  fuch  Occafions :  Upon  which  account  I 
have  often  wonder’d  that  fo  general  a  Notice 
only  is  taken  of  them,  that  Acid  Medicines 
and  Lixivial  Salts  are  put  upon  an  equal  foot 
of  Efficacy  with  them,  in  a  celebrated  Prea- 
tife  upon  the  Subject  of  Poifons ,  with  which 
the  World  has  been  long  oblig’d,  and  lately 
reoblig’d.'  But  multiplicity  of  Builiiefs,  greater 
Concerns,  and  a  Non  vac  at  pro  rebus  exiguis . 
cannot  but  prevent  Perfons  of  Eminence  from 
being  fo  particularly  inftrudive  as  they  might 
otherwife  be,  and  what  is  faid  in  relation  to 
it,  in  each  of  the  Editions  *,  feems  to  be  in¬ 
tended  rather  for  Hints  of  all  that  is  proper  in 
general,  than  to  point  out  what  may  be  more 
particularly  neceffary,  and  is  principally  to  be 
depended  upon  on  fuch  Occafions. 

The  faid  Mara  uis  of  Dorchefer  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Em anue t-College  in  Cambridge ,  and

became  afterwards  a  hard  Student ,  ftudying, 
as  it  is  faid,  for  the  mo  ft  part,  ten  or  twelve 
Hours  a  Day,  and  applying  himfelf  to  the 
Study  of  the  Fathers,  and  Schoolmen,  and 
Cafuifts,  and  of  the  Canon  and  Civil  Law  5  as 
likewife  of  the  Common  Law,  and  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  admitted  a  Bencher  of  Grays-Inn% 

'  Anno  Dom .  1642,  but  about  feven  Years  af¬ 
terwards,  when  he  was  about  43  Years  old, 
viz.  in  the  Year  1649,  he  betook  himfelf  to 
the  Study  of  Phyfck  and  Anatomy ,  and  was 
admitted  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
ficians  in  1658,  and  became  a  Credit  and  Or¬ 
nament  to  it,  or,  as  Tony  Wood  *  exprefles  it, 
their  Pride  and  Glory ,  and  was  a  great  Lover 
of  the  whole  Society,  and  more  particularly 
of  Dr.  Browne ,  who  was  the  Perfon  whom 
he  confulted  principally,  and  intrufted  likewife 
as  to  the  Purchafe  of  inch  Books  as  were  ne«* 
ceflary  for  compleating  of  his  Library,  for  the 
future  Service  and  Benefit  of  the  College.  He 
was  born  Anno  Dom .  1606,  and  died  at  his 
own  Houfe  in  Chart er-Houfe  Yard ,  Decemb .

R.  Hales ,  Brother  to  Sir  Edward 
Hales  of  Rent,  had  Stones  in  both 
Kidneys ,  and  it  fo  happen’d,  that 
the  Stones  on  each  fide  defcended 
together,  and  flopp’d,  or  plugg’d 


up  both  the  Ureters  in  iuch  a  manner,  that  he 
labour’d  under  a  total  Supprejfion  of  Urine  for 
twenty  Days  together.  Dr.  Browne  vifited 
him  from  the  Beginning  of  it,  and  gave  him 
Glyfiers  and  Purges ,  and  order’d  him  to  be 
blooded  feveral  times,  and  as  often  as  he  could 
bear  it  for  the  Pain,  to  go  from  his  Brother’s 
Chambers  in  the  Temple ,  where  he  lodg’d,  as 
far  as  to  Hyde- Park  in  a  Coach :  He  gave  him 
Vomits  likewile,  efpecially  if  ever  he  began  to 
be  drowfy,  which  frequently  happen’d,  and 
they  were  of  Vitriol .  alb .  Oxymel  of  Squills  y 
and  Vin.  BenediSlum ,  as  his  Purges  were  of 
DecoSl.  Sennre  &  Mann <#,  with  Syrup  of 
Buckthorn  and  and  Refin  of  Jtrtap,  and 

Aloes ,  and  Scammony ,  which' the  Doftor  gave 
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chiefly  becaufe  he  hop'd  they  wou’d  prove  Hy- 
dragogues,  and  help  to  carry  off  the  Serous 
Parts  of  the  Blood,  left  they  fhoud  otherwife 
break  in  upon,  and  drown  the  Brain. 

j tbefe  and  other  Medicines  were  given,, 
fcarce  any  thing  being  omitted  that  cou’d  any 
ways  contribute  either  to  the  Support  of  him, 
or  to  the  fuppling  of  the  Paffages,  or  the 
making  a  Difcharge  of  the  Stone,  in  all  re- 
fpesfts,  more  eafy;  notwithftanding  which 
there  was  no  Relief,  only  that  he  was  kept  ftill 
alive. 

At  length  the  DoBor  thought  of  Cajlile 
S'Q0py  and  gave  him  not  a  little,  but  from  two 
or  three  Drachms  to  an  Ounce ,  and  an  Ounce 
and  an  half  and  to  two  and  more  Ounces  at  a 
time,  diffolvd  in  Water,  'till  he  had  taken 
two  Pounds  of  it,  and  at  laft  there  came  away 
a  Stuffy  and  fome  Water  followed.— This  Stuff 
was  feparated,  as  the  DoBor  imagines,  from 
the  Infide  of  the  Ureter,  and  there  came  away 
a  large  Stone  along  with  it,  and  wrapt  up  in 
it,  beiides  feveral  other  fmall  ones,  and  Dirt 
and  Skin,  and  the  gangrend  Membrane,  and 
after  that  a  foul  and  nafty  Urine ,  and  then, 
viz.  the  next  Day  in  the  Morning,,  a  great 
Quantity  of  Water.- — What  he  took  afterwards 
was  T 'erebinthina  Veneta ,  and  other  foft  and 
gentle  Medicines  of  the  fame  Tendency,  and 
all  was  well.  1

This  is  a  remarkable  Account  of  a  very 
happy  Effedt  from  the  Ufe  of  Soap ,  and  an 
Inftance  how  free  it  may  be  made  with,  even 
to  a  Degree  which  is  almoft  incredible.  But 
then  it  mu  ft  be  confider’d,  that  this  was  like- 
wife  an  almoft  gone  Cafe ,  and  of  extreme 
Exigence :  Every  thing  elfe,  in  a  manner,  had 
been  tried,  and  there  was  no  other  Chance  for 
his  Survival.  In  which  fort  of  Cafes  it  is  not 
only  the  judgment,  but  warrantable,  to  give 
things  of  the  greateft  Efficacy,  and  that,  not 
only  in  the  common  trifling  Way  and  Dofes, 
but  to  the  utmoft  Stretch  that  either  the  Pa¬ 
tient  can  bear,  or  the  Medicine  fliall  be  found 
not  to  be  going  beyond  the  anceps  Remedium . 

It  is  to  be  obferved  like  wife,  that  the  Efifedt 
which  this  Medicine  had,  was  merely  to 
bring  away  the  Stuff,  Stone,  &c.  Soap ,  more 
particularly  that  of  Cajlile ,  being,  as  Dr.  Browne 
(immediately  previous  to  this  Cafe)  has  oh- 
ferv’d,  an  excellent  Diuretick ;  the  Subtilty  of 
its  Parts,  and  the  Activity  and  Afperity  of  its 
Salts ,  [often1  d  by  means  of  their  Union  with 
an  Oil ,  admirably  qualifying  it  to  ftimulate 
and  deterge,  as  well  as  to  relax  the  Urinary 
Paflages,  and  confequently  to  facilitate  the  Ex- 
clufion  of  any  thing  that  wants  to  pafs  off 
that  way. 

How  far  it  is  capable  of  being  improv'd  in¬ 
to  further  Excellencies,  and  to  become  a  Li- 

thontriftick , 
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thontriptick ,  or  poffefs’d  of  the  Virtue  to  break 
or  diffolve  the  Stone  in  a  human  Body,  I 
won’t  pretend  to  determine.  Dr.  Browne ,  tho’ 
he  has  mention’d  feveral  things  which  are 
thought  to  be  fo,  does  not  feem  to  think 
that  any  thing  is  really  fo,  or  much  to  be 
relied  upon  for  any  fuch  Purpofe  :  And  Tul- 
pins ,  that  faithful  Obferver ,  fays,  <c  Nihil  Me- 
tc  dicis  frequentius  in  ore  quam  Medicament 
fiC  turn  Calculos  frangens ;  at  'vide  Jis  arenofos 
cc  &  molles  duntaxat  intelligas ;  Silices  quippe 
€C  nt  vix  comminuunt  Mallei ,  fic  profeBo  mul- 
tc  to  minus  acris  aliquis  humor ,  qui  fortajjis 
<c  aptior  foret  exedendis  tenuibus  Veficce  tuni - 
<c  cis  quam  prreduris  Lapidibus”> — Vide  'Tul- 
pii  Obfervationes ,  IV.  Cap .  37.  The  reft 
of  which,  becaufe  it  is  not  altogether  foreign 
to  the  prefent  Purpofe,  I  fhall  take  the  liberty 
to  fubjoin  immediately  after  the  prefent  Cafe , 

But  I  forget  —  Phyfck  is  an  ample  Field , 
and  there  ever  have  been,  and  ever  will  be 
Opportunities  of  adding  to,  or  retrenching 
from ,  and  making  fome  Improvements  or  Al¬ 
terations  or  other  in  Medicine;  and  there  have 
ever  likewife  been  fome  who  have  been  Dif- 
creet  enough  to  referve  the  Pleafure  of  the 
Knowledge  of  them  to  themfehes ,  altho’  at 
the  fame  time  they  have  never  fail’d  to  be  fo 
Publick-fpirited  as  to  acquaint  the  World,  of

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whom,  and  where  they  were  to  be  had ;  and 
it  is  certainly  an  Argument  of  a  refined  and 
underftanding  Age  there  either  are  any  New 
Lights  ftruck  out  in  any  Branch  of  Science,
